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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

The invention is drawn to many different conjugates. The conjugates vary 
distinctly in their structures and functions. Thus, an individual search is required of each 
individual conjugate. Applicant elected the conjugate of example 2 on page 150 of the 
instant specification. Thus, the elected invention was examined on the merits as drawn 
to the example 2 conjugate. This requirement is not to be taken as an election of 
species, but rather as an election of a single invention, since each conjugate is 
assumed to be a patentably distinct invention, in the absence of evidence to the 
contrary. 

Claims withdrawn from consideration are 1-17 and 23 (conjugates which do not 
encompass the conjugate of example 2 ) and claim 20. 

Since applicant has not limited the claims to the example 2 conjugate the claims 
are not allowable for the breadth that they have. 



If applicant does limit the claims to the example 2 conjugate, then they will be 
allowed. 
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There are thousands of different conjugates that are encompassed by the 
instant claims. Applicant argues about the prior art but that prior art rejection is 
removed. There are no prior art rejections which is why they were not re-stated in the 
Final rejection. If applicant limits the claims to the conjugate of example 2, the case will 
be allowed, otherwise the case cannot be allowed since the^ claims read on thousands 
of different compounds which is a serious if not impossible burden on the examiner to 
search. The patent office does not have the facilities or time to search such broad 
claims which read on thousands of compounds. 

This is a RCE of applicant's earlier Application No. 10/026,408. All claims are 
drawn to the same invention claimed in the earlier application and could have been 
finally rejected on the grounds and art of record in the next Office action if they had 
been entered in the earlier application.
